The accident is said to have hap­ 
pened when her husband dove from 
the edge of the boat into the lake, 
overturning the boat and throwing 
Mrs. Chamberlain and Mr. Wieland 
into the lake. 
The three wore bath 
ing suits but Mrs. Chamberlain had 
a light coat over her suit which is 
believed to have handicapped her in 
the water. 
Attempts were made by 
the two men to save the lady, Mr. 
Chamberlain continuing his efforts 
till he became exhausted in the wa­ 
ter himself and would have drowned 
but for the help rendered by Mr. 
Wieland. 
The three were guests of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. F. Kuehnle, of Dubuque, at 
Minnewawa Lodge on Clark Lake 
near Hubert. 
Mr. and Mrs. Chamberlain wrere 
married in Brainerd in August, 1925. 
The marriage took place when Mr. 
Chamberlain sent for her to coma 
up. 
The couple spent their honey­ 
moon at Clark Lake last year. 
Mr. Kuehnle who saw the accident 
from the lodge attempted to save 
them but when he arrived with a 
boat, Mrs. Chamberlain had gone 
down for the third time.

Lou?s Protection for 
Writers and Artists 
The United States law of copyright 
is founded on a provision in the Con­ 
stitution, as is well known. There is 
mention in Roman literature of the 
.sale of playrights by the dramatic 
authors, and Rome had booksellers 
who sold copies of poems written by 
slaves, and who seem to have been 
protected by some kind of “courtesy 
of the trade,” since Martial names 
certain booksellers who had specific 
poems of his for sale. Cicero In his 
letters indicates that there was some 
notion of literary property, and It 
is probable that some kind of pay­ 
ment was made to authors. The Ro­ 
man Jurist, (lulus, probably of the 
Second century, held that where an 
artist had painted upon a tabula, 
ills was the superior right. And this 
opinion was adopted by Tribonian, 
chief editor of the code of Justinian, 
in the Sixth century, and was applied 
In a modern question In respect to 
John Leech’s drawings upon wood. 
The first record of a copyright case 
Is thut of Finnian vs. Columbia in otlT. 
chronicled by Ad&mnau fifty years 
later and cited by Montnlembert in 
“The Monks of the West.”

Curing Horse Flu 
There is some dispute, it seems, 
about the efficiency of chlorine as 
treatment for colds and other respira­ 
tory troubles, such us “flu” in human 
beings; but It is certainly good for 
horses. 
Horses are not less liable 
to “flu” than people; and epidemics 
of it at the United States cavalry 
posts have been promptly cheeked by 
the use of Chlorine gas. 
It Is administered by tethering each 
afflicted animal in such wise that his 
heud is enclosed in a box, into which 
the gas In Introduced In measured 
quantities, a rubber cloth being fas­ 
tened about the horse’s neck to pre­ 
vent escupe of the medicinal vapor. 
A horse suffering from “flu" or bron­ 
chial trouble may be entirely cured by 
this means after three or four treat­ 
ments of an hour dally.—Fort William 
(Ont.) Tlmes-Journal.

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VIEWING PERTAIN DEATH 


S o m e t i m e ago T h e D i s p a t c h mentioned the thought flitting 
through the mind of a man facing death in an automobile acci­ 
dent. There was no panoramic reel of past events, no thought of 
the end. All that engrossed this man’s mind was the fact that he 
wanted to live, oh so badly. 
There whs no expression of words, 
but a general feeling of how am I going to survive this smash. 
The July issue of Hearses International and Cosmopolitan in 
its leading article recounts briefly the sensations fitting through 
the mind of George Bernard Shaw and a friend when they faced 
what seemed a watery grave. Shaw is a good swimmer and they 
gamboled in the waves until both were caught in a sort of under­ 
tow. They fought the breakers and a1 last made shore. 
When 
he caught his breath, Shaw remarked, “That was a close shave.* 
“After another interval of deep breathing we asked each other 
what our feelings were during those moments when we thought 
we were in the throes of dissolution. 
For to all intents and pur­ 
poses we had experienced death by drowning. 
“Did you have any lightning visions of the past events of 
your life, such as the legends say the drowning see?” 
Neither of them had. 
“Did you think of the future possibilities in the Hamlet vein 
—the something after death—that undiscovered country? 
No, neither had. 
“Did your thoughts turn to God and the salvation of your 
soul? 
They did not. 
“Or did you think—dammit, those letters aren't written! 
And then have a vision like the legendary one but dealing not 
with the past but with the future, and your unfulfilled intentions 
in this life, and the dozens of things that you meant to do, like 
going to Peking and having children, and seeing the South Sea 
Islands? 
That was more like it, for Shaw had remembered some altera­ 
tions in his will he had intended making. 
To the great Shaw, 
drowning was after all as unromantic as that. 
As mentioned by the man who faced death in the automobile 
accident, only prosaic thoughts and probably only one at that, 
flits through the mind. 
If any reformation is intended it is bet­ 
ter to secure one’s salvation in times of comparative leisure than 
to expect to make peace with God when you face eternity end only 
have the flicker of an eyelid time to prepare. 
In sudden accidents, ending fatally, we believe the mind has 
only time to sense the end and to revert to the primal instinct of 
self preservation. That instinct has served to preserve the race. 
Irvin S. Cobb wrote up his experiences in nearly succumbing 
after a major operation. It was from 2 to 4 a. rn., the zero hour 
dreaded by surgeons, when resistance ebbs. 
Cobb felt himself 
slipping into black night, but managed to mumble to himself, “I’m 
going to live. I won’t give up.’’ It shows that there is a period 
in surgical cases, when all revolves about the patient’s resistance. 
The surgeon has done all he can to save the patient. 
The nurse 
has added her skill. The balance rests with the patient. Had Cobb 
said to himself, “Well, goodbye, this is the end,’’ that impulse of 
the mind would have tipped the scale in the direction of eternity 
and Cobb would have ceased to wield his pen.

Daniel O'Con­ 
nell, and Lord Chief Justice Denman 
Most

started the agitation which ended iii 
the definite establishment of the Irish 
Cree State. 
O'Connell bud been the chief agent 
iii stirring up the Irish people to de­ 
mand the repeal of the union. 
For 
this In1 was brought to trial by Sir 
Cohert Peel’s government, and a jury 
found 
him 
fiiilty. 
The case was 
eventually carried to the house of 
lords, and it was at this Juncture that 
the paths of these two great men 
crossed. 
Denman was a little younger than 
O'Connell and was at that time the 
greatest lawyer in the land. He was a 
to e orator, and eventually became 
lord Chief justice.

Fish Gods Worshiped 
in Hawaiian Islands 
On the Makapu flats near Honolulu 
Is the abode of the Ash gods. H ere are 
the Pyramid rocks of black lava, and 
the fish gods are blocks of black lava, 
roughly hewn, about two feet high, 
standing upright upon a rock platform. 
ihe ancient 
Hawaiian fishermen 
formed a distinct community of their 
own and had peculiar beliefs and cus­ 
toms. 
Their small temples used to 
stand on almost every rocky promon­ 
tory along the coast of Oahu—mere 
rude {lites of coral blocks, and not a 
pretentious stone structure like the 
ritual Hawaiian “heinu," or temple. 
The fish gods are culled “Au-Maka,” 
and the chief flail god Is “Kauia.” Ile 
was worshiped at an altar, or “ko-a” ; 
offerings and sacrifices were brought 
to him for abundant catches. 
Ai al, 
tile son of Kuula, was the one who 
first revealed the location of the deep­ 
sea fishing grounds to the fishermen. 
Undoubtedly the same beliefs pre­ 
vailed among tile Polynesians, as Is 
seen even today In Die dnueo of the 
waves In FIJI, which Is the survival of 
fin ancient ceremonial dunce of the 
fishermen, held at times of festivals 
and sacrifices to the fish gods.
